A.,  a  meeting  of  the  Gracluat(,'8  of  the  College  and  of 
former  Students  of  the  Academy  at  Mount  Allison,  held  on 
the  21st  day  of  January  A  D.  186-i,  on  the  occasion  of 
celebrating  the  twenty- first  anniversary  of  the  opening  of 
the  Institution,  it  was  decided  to  form  an  Alumni  Society  or 
Association  ;  and  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  .any  out 
tlie  views  of  the  meeting. 

The  first  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  the  17th  day  of 
May  A.  D.  1864,  and  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the 
Society  submitted  and  adopted. 

The  Society  was  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  tl;e  General 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  came 
into  effect  on  the  22nd  day  of  May  A.  D.  1874 

By  virtue  of  this  Act  and  38  Vic,  Cap.  74,  (1875),  amend 
ing  the  Acts  establishing  the  College  and  Academies,  the 
A.umni  Society  appoint  two  of  the  eighteen  members  consti- 
tuting "  The  Boar^l  of*  Governors  and  Trustees  of  the  Mount 
Allison  Wesleyan  Co'hge  and  Academies."

Allison  Wesleyan  Col),  j^e  a.d  Academy,"   ^it.'   .h«  ooject 
of  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Mount  Aliir.DU  lusMluiions; 
and  whereas  the  eaid  Society  have  asked  the  Bonrd  ol  Gover- 
nors  or  Trustees  of  said  Institution  for  ihe  representation  of 
two  members  on  such  Board,  and  the  said  Board  and  "  The 
Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  or  Connec- 
tion in  Eastern  British  America."  to   wl   ch  the  matter  was 
referred,  have  consent,    to  the  said  request  ;  and  whereas  it 
is  expedient  that  such  persons  should  be  incorporated,  and 
such  power  of  representation  be  given  them  as  a  corporate 
body  ; — 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Legis- 
lative Council,  and  Assembly,  as  follows :  — 

1.  That  David  Allison,  A.  M  ,  Reverend  Charles  Stewart,

A.  M., 
their   associntrs,  successors,   and    assigns,    be   and   they   are' 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  and  style 
of  "The  Alumni  Society  of  the  Mount  Allison    Weslevan 
College  and  Academy,"  and  by  that  name  shall  h^ve  alfthc 
powers,  rights  and  privileges  made  incident  to  a  Corporation 
by  any  Law  or  Act  of  A.^sembly  in  force  in  this  Province. 

2.  The  obj-ctof  the  said  Corporation  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  promotion  of  sound  education  and  the  advancement 
of  the  interests  of  the  Mount  Allison  Educational  Institu- 
tions, by  such  vvays  and  means  as  the  said  Corporation  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  advisable. 

3.  All  graduates  of  the  said  College,  and  all  persons  hold- 
ing  degrees  from  the  said  College,  and  all  persons  who  have 
attended  the  regular  classes  of  either  the  said  College  or 
Academy,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  the  said  Corpor- 
ation, but  none  others  ;  all  persons  who  may  at  the  time  this 
Act  comes  into  operation  be  members  of  the  said  Society  or 
Association  hereby  incorporated,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  members  of  the  said  Corporation. 

4.  The  said  Corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  capacity 
in  its  corporate  name  to  purchase,  receive,  take,  hold,  possess 
and  enjoy  for  its  own  use  and  benefit,  as  well  goods  and  chat- 


lel«,  as  meMiir»RP«,  InmN,  tpnemonts  hercdltiment*,  and 
improve  !in<l  n»i'  the  nftm*?  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hnid  (torpor- 
ution,  and  iilso  to  ri'C«'ive,  take,  hold,  posneis  and  enjoy  for 
Un  own  u«e  and  honrfit.  nny  lights,  privilege^,  gond«, (hatteU, 
messuages,  hinds,  tent  ments,  and  hereditaments  and  money*, 
that  tnay  at  any  time  be  given,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  the 
same;  and  Rhiill  have  full  power  to  take,  receive  and  enioy 
all  profits,  rents,  interests,  dividends  and  increase  of  any 
such  goods,  chattels,  lights,  privileges,  moneys,  lands,  mes- 
iuages,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  ;  and  the  said  Corpor- 
ation is  hereby  fully  empowered  and  authorized  to  convey, 
sell,  assign  and  transfer  any  of  its  property  either  by  way  of 
mortgage  or  absolutely,  and  to  convert  the  said  property  or 
any  part  thereof  into  money,  and  from  time  to  time  to  Invest 
any  moneys  of  the  said  Corporation  in  such  securities  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Corporation  may  see  fit. 

5.  All  books,  moneys,  goods  and  chattels,  property  and 
debts  belonging  to  or  owing  to  the  said  Society  or  Associa- 
tion hereby  incorporated,  shall  be  on  the  coming  into  opera- 
tion of  thi-,  Act  fully  and  completely  invested  in  the  said 
Corporation,  and  belong  to  the  same,  their  successors  and 
assigns  absolutely  forever. 

6.  All  fees,  fines,  dues,  subscriptions  or  moneys  at  any 
time  due  and  payable  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  bye  law 
of  the  said  Corporation,  to  the  said  Corporation  by  any  mem- 
bfcr  thereof,  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  said  Cor- 
poration from  such  member,  with  costs,  in  any  Court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  ;  on  the  trial  of  any  such  suit  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  said  Corporation,  contiining  the  defen- 
dant's name,  shall  be  taken  and  received  as  prima  fade 
evidence  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  said  Corporation ;  and 
the  records  of  the  said  Corporation  showing  the  bye  laws 
under  which  the  fee,  fine,  dues  or  subscription  sought  to  be

7.  Tho  wid  Corporatiori  U  hertfhy  fully  au'horizod  and 
empowered  to  make  and  oidiiin,  and  at  pk-a^iuf  to  repeal, 
titer,  amend  or  atld  lo  any  and  all  such  bye  lawn  nn  mu.>  Im 
found  nece«i.aiy  or  expedient  lor  the  government  and  coiukct 
of  its  affairs,  whether  tho  same  r»f«i  to  the  carrying  into 
effect  tho  object  of  tho  .aid  Corporation,  tho  number  and 
names  of  its  officori.,  ihe  number  atul  places  of  its  meetings, 
the  method  of  conducting  its  business,  tho  imposition  of 
iees,  fines,  dues  or  subscriptions  upon  its  members,  or  to  any 
other  matter  or  thing  whatsoever  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  said  (;orporatioi.,  its  members  or  officers,  provided  that 
no  such  bye  law  be  repugnant  to  law. 

8.*  The  Corporation  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Mount  Allison 
Wesleynn  Academy,"  being  also  by  Act  of  Assembly  "  The 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Mount  A  'ison  Wesleyan  College,'* 
shall  consist  of  the  President   of  tho   Conference  of  the  said 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Church,  or  in  his  absence  tho  Cci-Dele- 
gate,  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  the  President  of  the 
said  College,   being  also  Principal  of  the  said  Academy,  the 
Governor,  and  the  Chaplain  of  the  same,  for  the  time  being, 
and  four  Ministers  and  seven  lay  members  to  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  said  Conference,  and  of  two  members  to  be 
appointed  annually  by  the  said  Alumni   Society;  that  until 
this  Act  comes  into  operation  the  said  Corporation  shall  be 
and  continue  as  at  |  .esent  constituted,  and  that   after  this 
Act  comes  into  operation  the  said  Corporation,  «'  The  Trus- 
tees of  the  Mount  Allison  Wesleyan  Academy,"  shall  be  and 
continue  as  herein  in   this  Act  constituted   and  appointed, 
any  thing  in  any  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pro- 
vmce  of  New  Brunswick  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

SPECIAL     MKET1NG8. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  such  time  and  place  as 
maybe  agreed  upon  by  the  Council,  after  due  notice  therecf- 
ana  a  specal  meeting  shall  be  called  at  any  time  by  the' 
Councd  ^vhen  requested  to  do  so,  in  writn.g,  by  not  less 
than  fen  members  of  the  Society,  which  requisition  shall 
specify  the  object  of  such  special  meeting,  and  shall  be 
handed  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  such  special  meeting 
Shall  be  called  within  twenty  days  thereafter.

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BUSINESS    OF    THE    HJ'ECIAL    MEETING. 

3  No  Other  business  bhall  be  trnnsactetl  at  any  special 
meeting  than  that  for  whieh  the  same  is  called,  and  which 
buslne^8  shall  be  specified  in  the  notice  thereof. 

OFFICERS. 

'1.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
who  shall  be  an  Alumnus  of  not  less  than  five  years  standing, 
three  Vice-Presi  ents,  a  Secrctaiy-Tr.  asurer,  and  two  Assis- 
tant Secietaries.  The  Officers  so  elected,  together  with  five 
other  member>*  also  elec'ed  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall 
constitute  the  Council. 

SENIORITY    CP    VUE-PKESIDENTS. 

5.  Seniority  of  Vice-Piesiderts  shall  be  determined,  first, 
by  greatest  number  of  votes  received,  or,  if  the  number  of 
votes  be  equal,  then  by  seniority  in  years  as  an  Alunmus. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS 

6.  Pres'idcnf.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  Socic'/,  and  in  his  absence,  the 
senior  Vice-President  present. 

7.  Secretary-Treasurer.— li  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary Treasurer  to  keep  the  records  and  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  Society,  and  to  collect  the  dues  and  hold  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  subject  to  its  order. 

The  Assistant  Secretaries  shall  give  such  assistance  to  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  in  his  duties  as  he  may  at  any  time 
require. 

THE    COUNCIL. 

8.  The  Council  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Management 
for  transactino;  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  Society,  and 
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shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  of  the  Society  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  President  shall  direct  ;  provided, 
that  in  case  such  meeting  be  held  at  any  time  other  than  the 
day  on  which  the  annu  d  meeting  is  held,  or  either  of  the 
two  days  immediately  following  the  day  of  such  annual  meet- 
ing, due  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

QUORUM — COONCIL. 

9.  Four  members  of  the  Council,  of  whom  the  President 
or  a  Vice-President  shall  be  one  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies,  appoint  sub-committees  and  generally  to  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  of  the  Society. 

QUORUM GENERAL    MEETING. 

10.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  this 
Society. 

ELECTION    OF    OFFICERS. 

U.  The  officers  and  other  members  of  the  Council  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead, 
such  election  to  take  effect  immediately  upon  the  conclusion 
of  the  annual  literary  exercises. 


LIFE    MEMBERS. 

12.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society,  by  the 
payment  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  who 
shall  then  enter  his  name  upon  a  roll  of  life  members  to  be 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 
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MKMHKR8. 

13.  Subject  as  aforesaid,  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  by  any  person  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  con- 
stiture  him  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  thereiipon  enter  his  name  on  the  roll  of  mem- 
bers to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

YEARLY    SUBSCRIPTION. 

14.  All  members  other  than  life  members  shall  pay  a  yearly 
subscription  of  two  dollars,  and  no  member  whose  fees  are 
unpaid  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  meeting. 

DISCONTINUANCE    OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

1 5.  The  Society  may  at  any  general  meeting,  or  any  special 
ireeting  cfilled  for  that  purpose,  and  upon  good  cause  shewn, 
and  after  due  notice  to  the  member  charged,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present,  strike  irom  the  roll  of  member- 
ship the  name  of  any  such  member,  and  any  member  may  by 
notice  in  writing  served  on  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  with- 
draw from  said  Society  after  payment  of  all  dues  up  to  the 
end  of  the  the-    year. 

ELECTION    TO    THE    BOARD    OF    G0VEKN0R3,  ETC. 

16.  The  election  of  the  two  members  to  be  members  of 
"  The  Board  of  Governors  and  Trustees  of  the  Mount  Allison 
Wesleyan  College  and  Academies,"  shall  be  by  ballot  at  the 
annual  meeting  each  year,  and  a  certificate  of  their  appomt- 
ment  shall  be  given  them  under  the  hand  of  the  President 
and  Secretary-Treasurt  r,  and  the  seal  of  the  Society. 

AMENDMENT    OF    BY-LAWS. 

17.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
at  any  regular  moeting,  or  any  special  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose. 
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DUE    NOTICE. 


18.  Mailihg  Notices  of  Meetings  by  the  Secrttaiy-Treasurer 
to  each  meml.er  of  the  Society  at  least  ton  days  before  any 
such  meetings,  shall  be  held  to  be  "due  notice." 

ORDER    op    PROCEEDINGS. 

19.  The  Order  of  Business,  at  any  annual  meeting  shall 
be  as  follows  : — 

1.  Reading  Minutes,  Reports  and  pnssing  Accounts  of 

Secretary-Treasurer. 

2.  Receiving  Reports  of  Council  and  Committees. 

3.  Election  of  Officers. 

4.  Members  of  the  Council. 

5.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  Trustees. 

6.  Miscellaneous  Business.
